Conscience 
guided every act. He was a 
model of tneutal industry iu his 
£pr*u terrain and instruct 
He was strictly 
honest in the service he render- 
ed. In short, he was not only a 
model Christian, but he was an 
honorable gentleman, in the 
highest Bense that term implies. 
To mau, woman or child, saint or 
sinner, he always extended a 
cordial greeting, that lent a ray 
of light to brighten their path- 
way in the journey of life. He 
commanded the respect of all 
sects and clasces of people, as 
the attendance at his funeral ful- 
' v verified. It was so perfectly 



natural for him to do right. We 
did not fully appreciate his true 
worth, until after the thread of 
life was severed. But as we 
caught a glimpse of the snow 
white sail that bore him away to 
the distant shore, we awakened 
to the realization that a good and 
righteous man had been taken 
from our midst.
